French. Minister of Finance Supports 
Motion of Belgian Member 

Germany has been admitted to 
membership’ in the International 
Chamber of Commerce. : 

The motion adinitting Germany was 
made by one of the Belgian members 
and supported by Etienne Clementel, 
French minister of finance, on behalf | - 
of the Cabinet. ; 

The motion was “adopted by the 
council of the chamber unanimously. 
Only two ‘conditions-were made — by 
the council on the~German member- 
ship. The Airst one- was, that Ger- 
man commerciil interests should 
agree to a former resolution of the 
chamber respecting reparations, and 
second, that the Dawes’ report be ac-. 
cepted. 

The German Chamber of Com- 
merce has been organized for some 
time in the hope that its delegates 
would be admitted to the interna- 
tional body. 

Sir Alan G. Anderson, British con- 
troller of naval construction, came 
from Londo. especially to - present 
considerations for admitting Germany 
immediately. He said that in, this 
period of concillation it would be*of 
the first importance for financial and 
business -men of other countries to sit 
on the same board with Germany and 
learn at first hand how the German 
economic interests felt. 

M. Clementel in an earnest address, 
sald that the -Frenchmen could now 
discuss common questions with Ger- 
mans face to face. | = . 

The Belgian members showed strong 
emotion in moving the resolution for 
the admission of Germany, it has been 
from Belgium rather than from Trance 
that the opposition to admitting Ger- 
many had come previously.

Conductor of Military Bands 
Wembley Uses No Music Score 

Thousands of people who havenlist- 
ened to the massed military bands of 
1,000 performers in the Stadium at the 
British Empire Exhibition have been 
amazed to discover that no music 
score is ever used by the conductor, 
Lieut. H. E. Adkins, director of the 
Royal Military School of Music. > 

The explanation is that Lieut. Ad- 
kins passesses an abnormally de- 
veloped “musical memory.” After once 
reading a score he “knows, the music 
by heart.” He said to a reporter: 

I began-memorizing when I started 
my career as a bandsman in 1913. It 
has now b2come natural to me, and

very difficult work, ‘“‘The Planets,’ *af- 
ter hearing it performed once at the 
Queen's Hall and then reading it over 
in the military band score.

Records kept by Dr. Westermann, 
which are in. possession of his rela- 
tives, show that the library now be- 
ing sought consisted chiefly of books 
in thg old Greek and Egyptian lan- 
guages dating back as far 
fourth century, 


Princess, Sophie Palaeologa, at the 
time she became the bride of Ivan Ui. 
Ivan the Terrible became obsessed 
with the idea that eWorts. were being 
made by all the world to rob him of 
his treasures, especially his Hbrary, 
and it_was on this account-that he 
concluded to remove the books to a 
great dungeon beneath the Kremlin 
walls for safekeeping. ; ; 
According to tradition the secret 
hiding place selected by Ivan was 
known to but few at the time, and no 
diagram was kept of the location.
